This Is Aim of Italian Pre- 
man Ridicules Chancellor

VENICE, Italy, April 24. — Con- 
cluding two days of conferences 
which were followed anxiously in 
capitals far from the canals of 
Venice, Premier Mussolini of Italy 
and Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg 
of Austria issued a communique 
yesterday which alters radically the 
— structure of Central Nu- 

pe. 

Mussolini, although a champion 
of Austria's independence ever 
since Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss 
was murdered in a Nazi putsch at 
Vienna in 1934, deleted from the 
communique any mention of in- 
dependence. 

In place of guarantees that Ital- 
ian troops would again be rushed 
to the Brenner Pass in the event of 
another Nazi threat to Austria, the 
communique said that no stabili- 
zation could be achieved in Danu- 
bian Europe “without the active 
participation of Germany.” 

Except for the omission and the 
affirmation of how seriously Mus- 
solini interprets his agreement to 
co-operate with Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler, the communique was mean- 
ingless save as a sign that time 
had done to death the Rome proto- 
cols by which Italy, Austria and 
Hungary were to have concerted 
their policies. 


No mention w 
fundamental striggle which grew 
out of Schuschnigg’s insistence at 
the conference that Austria could 
not align herself with any military 
bloc having aggressive purposes or 
possibilities, and Mussolini’s equal- 
ly strong insistence that Austria 
should join in isolation of Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Schuschnigg’s stubborness with 
regard to Czechoslovakia is impor-

He said he walked rapidly from 
the Flannery home at 2318 State 
street to a bus station at 505 Mis- 
souri avenue, East St. Louis, where 
he bought a ticket to Kansas City, 
Mo. He was nervous and perspir- 
ing, and “nearly jumped out of my 
shoes” when the ticket agent re- 
marked: What's the matter with 
you, son? Tou look like you'd just 
committed a murder.” 

Started to His Mother. 

From Kansas City, Lamb said, he 
started walking toward Wichita 
where his mother, Mrs. Ethel ‘Prin- 
gle, resides. He walked all day 
Thursday, and that night, near Law- 
rence, Kan., got a ride with Robert 
L. Lear, manager of a telegraph of- 
fice at Eldorado. , 

“As we approached Eldorado,” he 
said, “I asked the gentleman I was 
riding with where I could sleep. He 
took me to the police station at El- 
dorado, where I gave the desk -ser- 
geant my name as Elbert Carter 
Lamb. He said I was under arrest, 
and locked me up. The first time 
I knew Mrs. Flannery was dead 
was when I was arrested.” 

In giving his right name at the 
Eldorado police station, Lamb said, 
he had no idea that he was being 
widely sought for murder. When 
gestioned in Eldorado, and later at 
Wichita, where he was turned over 
to three East St. Louis detectives 
who had gone there on the theory 
that he might visit his mother, he 
denied any knowledge of the mur- 
der.

Baker, a thin, gray-haired farm 


er, had testified that Denhardt 
came to his home the night of Nov. 
6 to telephone for ‘a mechanic to 
repair his car, which was stalled. 
Baker said he heard two shots, a 
loud one and then a “pop.” His 
statement, made at Denhardt’s ex- 
amining trial and repeated yester- 
day, was: 

“I don’t know this man (Den- 
hardt) and I don't know this wom- 
an (Mrs. Taylor), but Mr. Den- 
hardt couldn’t have killed her be- 
cause I was with him when the 
second shot was fired.” 

Denhardt, surrounded by his at- 
torneys, glanced at the spectators 
from time to time and occasionally 
smiled at some remark made at 
the defense table. 

Mechanic’s Testimony. 

Cuba Shaver, a La Grange me- 
chanic who, with J. B. Hundley, 
a barber, took anew battery to in- 
stall in Denhardt's car the night of 
the shooting, was the first witness 
today. He testified Denhardt did 
not go near Mrs. Taylor’s body 
after it was found. It was the third 
time the State had developed this 
testimony from witnesses. It seeks 
to prove that Denhardt, however, 
had blood stains on his coat. 

The State’s objection to admit- 
ting testimony by Shaver that 
Baker had offered to bet him Den- 
hardt had not shot the woman was 
sustained. 

The next witness, Preston Car- 
penter, a farmer residing near the 


Baker home, testified he was hunt- 


ing that night and heard one shot. 

Testimony. by Charles Powell, a 
truckman, of conversations he said 
he had had with Denhardt about 
a small pistol resembling a foun- 
tain pen, for use in event someone 
“got close to you,” was stricken out 
by the Court on objections of de- 
tense counsel. The State, before 
attempting to get this testimony 
into the record, had brought out 
from Baker that the second shot he 
heard was a pop shot“ that 
“sounded like a 22-caliber pistol. 
From Powell and his son, Roy, the 
State tried to show Denhardt 
owned a small weapon. 

Undertaker on Stand. 

W. Smith Keightley, La Grange 
undertaker, desoribed the finding 
of Mrs. Taylor's body. He said a 
pistol was found “four or five feet“ 
from the body. He said he talked 
with Denhardt about 20 minutes 
while waiting for the ambulance 
and that Denhardt told him he had 
scuffled with Mrs. Taylor over the 
weapon during the day, after she 
had threatened to kill herself. 

The witness testified he told Den- 
hardt “Mrs. Taylor has certainly 
left you in a bad spot.” Denhardt 
replied, Keightley testified, that 
once before when Mrs. Taylor had 
talked of committing suicide, she 
had promised to leave a note. 

“I suggested maybe there was a 
note at her home,” Keightley said, 
“but Denhardt replied, ‘No, I don’t 
think so.’” i 

“No powder particles were blown 


into the skin at the point of the 


bullet’s entrance,” the undertaker 
testified. He added that there were 
no powder burns or scorches on the 
woman's clothing. 

Keightley said Denhardt told him 
he believed Mrs. Taylor had killed 
herself because her daughters ob- 
jected to her marrying him, and 
that Denhardt then remarked: “You 
know I didn’t kill that woman. I 
loved her. I was going to marry 
her within a month. I thought more 
of her than of any woman I have 
ever known.” 

Detective-Sergegt John I Mess- 


mer of Louisville then brought in 


the clothing Mrs. Taylor wore the 
night of her death. Her daughters, 
Mrs. Mary Pryor Brown, 22, and 
Frances Taylor, 16, held each oth- 
ers’ hands tightly during this scene. 

Keightley identified the woman's 
coat and it was put in evidence. He

Reorganization of the Missouri administrative de- 
partments is the first thing that any Legislature 
which represented the interests of the voter would 
undertake. Yet Missouri is denied an intelligent in- 
ventory because self-serving politicians at Jefferson 
Cify are against decreasing jobs and reducing ways 
for spending public funds. 

There will be a day of reckoning. The whole bur- 
den of blame for this scandalous situation will fall 
squarely where it belongs.

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SUGGESTING A MOTOR TRIP. 

The controversy that has raged around the Thomas 
Benton murals in the State Capitol may cause some 
visitors to approach them with a bit of preliminary 
prejudice, or at least with the skeptical “show-me” 
attitude. The reactions of one observer, as described 
in 4 reprint article on this page today, probably will 
be shared even by many of the doubters. Certain it 
is that the paintings “grow on” the beholder. Both 
the technique and the details repay close study, The 
debates over the artist's realism, and over what he 
included or what he left out, appear trivial in the 
presence of the impressive panorama of Missouri his- 
tory that he has unrolled. 

Some excellent reproductions of details have ap- 
peared; but these cannot capture the sweep.of the 
whole. The only way to savor that is to view the 
murals themselves. Which suggests a pleasant motor 
trip for St. Louisans. The Capitol is open on Sun- 
day, and the drive—130 miles over either highway 
No. 40 or No. 60-—is just now a delightful journey 
through a countryside at its springtime best. To 
paraphrase the critic we quote, there’s a lot of St. 
Louis in those murals, too—the Union Station, a 
brewery, a shoe factory and the Veiled Prophet, not 
to forget Frankie and Johnny. But to recount details 
is unnecessary when the pictures themselves lie so 
close at hand.

NQUEST INTO DEATHS 
0 TWO YOUNG BON 


Inquiry in Case of Brothers 
Continued to Tuesday; Food 
Poisoning Suspected. 


Inquests begun today in the cases 
of Willard Eugene Thurman, 8 
years old, and his brother, Bobby 
Don, 6, who died yesterday after 
showing symptoms of'' poisoning, 
were continued to next Tuesday, 
pending ‘completion of chemical 
analysis of the viscera. 


Their father, Harry Thurman, a 
mechanic, who also had been ill at 
their home, 2241 Woodson road, Ov- 
erland, left his bed to attend the 
inquest. Both he and Mrs. Thur- 
man sobbed as they related circum- 
stances of the illness which took the 
lives of their only children. 

The older boy became ill Tuesday 
night and was taken to St. Mary's 
Hospital but was removed to Isola- 
tion Hospital when a rash was in- 
terpreted as an indication of scarlet 
fever, He died at 1:10 a. m. yester- 
day. 

His brother was stricken Thurs- 
day morning and taken to St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital early yesterday. 
He died at 8:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. 

Mrs. Thurman, who said she also 
experienced some discomfort after 
dinner Tuesday evening, gave de- 
tails of what had been served but 
said five guests had not been III. 
One of them, Mrs. B. F. DeClue of 
Bonne Terre, Mo., supported this 
testimony. Other guests were Mrs. 
DeClue’s husband and three other 
relatives, Mr. and Mrs. Theodore 


DecClue and Mrs. Frank DeClue, all 


of Bonne Terre. 

Mrs. Thurman recalled that the 
younger boy and his father had eat- 
en bologna sausage but she was 
unable to say whether the other 
son had done so. 

Dr. J. D. Stoelzle, 12 North Cen- 
tral avenue, Clayton, who was called 
to the Thurman home, said symp- 
toms indicated arsenic or mercury 
poisoning. Following nausea, he 
said, the boys had convulsions, 
broke out in a rash and had a high 
fever. The father was affected 
similarly but was not nauseated. 

Dr. Theodore R. Meyer, health 
commissioner for St. Louis County, 
said he would make an immediate 
investigation to determine whether 
contaminated food caused the 
deaths with a view to protecting 
others from illness which might 
be brought about by food from the 
same source. 

The Tuesday evening meal con- 
sisted of butter beans, fried bacon, 
lettuce, mashed potatoes und a de- 
sert of gelatine and bananas. Mra. 
Thurman, who did not become iil, 
ate none of the desert. Willard did 
not eat bacon. 

At the Overland school Tuesday, 
Willard had two bottles of choco- 
late milk. Bobby Don, who did not 
attend school, had one bottle of 
chocolate milk the same day at 
home. Their father said he usually 
had the same drink at work but 
he could not remember whether he 
drank milk Thursday. "

“Why child, that is a slide rule. 
Little boys don’t need slide rules.“ 

“I want one, Why can’t I have 

one? John has one. Why, Ma, 
why?” 
“For pity’s sake, John, why can’t 
you keep such things out of sight 
and not start him? Now Tu get 
no peace until he gets his hands 
on that rule.” 

“Well, really, he can’t have it. 
And I can’t see why I shofild have 
to hide and stop my work, here in 
my own room, just because a 
spoiled kid raises a holler. Tm tell- 
ing him to stay out of here and 
understand that he can’t touch my 
things, and I mean it.” 


It is a mistake, this trying to 
level out all differences between 
children, their belongings, their 
gifts and their weaknesses. It can- 
not be done. Little boys cannot use 
slide rules. All children are not 
gifted musicians. There is no rea- 
son for giving all the children in 
the family violins because one child 
can play well. There is no sense 
in saying, “I'd like to send Marcia 
to study medicine. - She has the 
gift. But I can’t send the others 
so I can’t send her.” Why not? 
What good will it do the others to 
have Marcia lose out? No good at 
all, and Marcia and the world in 
general will be the losers. 


It is childish to covet what others 
have, what others can do, what 
others are in themselves, but child- 
ishness is a human trait. That does 
not mean that it is to be accepted 
and cultivated for what it is. This 
race ought to grow up a little in 
each generation, and this trying to 
level out all differences whether 
of intelligence or abilities, or what 
not, is decidedly not growing up. 
There are gifted children in every 
generation, and these are to be the 
leaders. Leaders are needed. There 


is no getting on without them, 80 
I have | 


why grudge them, why covet their 
powers and try to take them away 
or give them to others who have no 
understanding of them and can 
make no use of them?

VERYBODY wants to lead. 

Some can and some cannot. The 

only thing to do is to admit that 
and train each child according to 
his gifts or lack of them. Co- opera- 
tion is a far better scheme of liv- 
ing than competition. Accepting 
the leaders and trying to follow 
them in their ideas is a more. in- 
telligent way of doing than to deny 
leadership and reduce the whole 
group to a dead level. 


I do not like to see classics like 
“Hamlet” rewritten in easy words. 
Shakespeare's words created Ham- 
let.” I don’t like to see high grade 


intelligences subjected to the dead 


level of a rigid curriculum which 
has been graded to the level of the 


lowest grade of mind. I object to 


holding all members of a family 
down to the tastes and abilities of 
the weakest member in it. The only 
way that succeeds is the individual 
way whereby each gets what he 
can take to the full. We can never 
lift the weakest to the highest one’s 
levels, but it is possible to reduce 
the leaders to the dead level and 
make them struggle bitterly to es- 
cape.

Beyond that you can go into even 
more table detail. As long as you 
keep the traffic of the room clear— 
you can’t have too many inciden- 
tal tables for convenience. But stop 
short of the point where you start 
stumbling over your small tables. 
That will mean “too many.”
